TOKIO, Oct. 4.—"It is generally ad- 


rriitted that the money market in tbis 
country .is witnessing a ra^^r "»••"- 
liar phenomenon in that the supply 
of. capital - in tne iii-s^-v-ujsL 
supposed to be plentiful but a very 
high rate of interest prevails." says^ 
the financial paper Diamond. "The

Oct. 4.—Uncle Sam 
it slowly progressing on » new map 
of the country, to be a p»rt of a new 
world map, bated upon a simple sys« 
tern proposed by American represen- 
tatives in 1»03. and accepted at Inter- 
national conferences. 
It will be the 
result of yean of effort by map mak.- 
•rs who have desired a system of car- 
tography whereby the same scale of 
distances could be usod In a. world 
map, with lettering and symbols uni- 
form. . The American map Is expert* 
%4 to be completed in ten or twelve 
year*. 


Each .country will map the terri- 
tories and waters under Ita own Juris* 
diction, and the Geological Survey of 
tho United States Interior Department 
!• making the mape of this country. 
The globe is to be divided into 1C42 
sections. Each section is designated 
by a distinctive letter and number 
combination, in addition to .a name 
derived from the . locality mapped- 
Each-sheet, covering one pectlon. will 
cover six degrees of longitude and 
four degrees of latitude. The .sheets 
are numbered from 1 to 60, beginning 
at the 180th meridian of longitude, 
and girdling the globe to the east- 
ward; and are lettered from A to V, 
north and south, with the euator as 
a starting point. The north and south 
polar regions are to be ahown In cir- 
cular sections from the 88th parallel 
of latitude, and lettered Z-North and 
Z-South.

The main purpose of the Internat- 


ional, map, which will be drawn on 
the scale of one to-.one-millionth, is 
to furnish a complete world map of 
uniform drawing, thus obviating dif- 
ferent scales of distances.' syjd to. on- 
able, map makerg and readers of ev- 
ery country, to understand the' maps 
of every other, even though .they do 
not understand any but their own 
tongues. There will be. Ahown only 
the outlines of land and water, with 
depths of water and heights of land; 
stream and river systems, or drainage, 
in the map maker's parlance, roadf, 
rail and trolley lines, towns, and cit- 
ies, and contours. 
"While the scale, which is approxi- 
mately sixteen miles to the inch, will 
allow of very inclusive work, many 
details of small towns and streams 
will be omitted. .. 
To show heights and 
depths.

Portland cement; to meet 
the exacting specifications 
of leading engineering soci- 
eties and the United States 
Government, must be 
ground so fine that at least 
78 per cent will pass a sieve 
having 200 wires per linear 


- 
inch. A silk handkerchief 
has but 110 threads per inch 
—an excellent quality of 
silkdressgoodsl&7threads. 
The watch in your pocket hardly 
calls for a more complicated and 
carefully adjusted process of manu- 
facture than the making of cement. 
Grinding is only one of the many 
operations required to make it 
Yet in grinding alone, see what is 


-oi «^ivo 
required: 


- The rocks from the quarry, often 
as big as a piano and heavier, go 
first into a gigantic "coffee mill" 
It bites at these huge chunks, 
chips them, and finally crushes 
them—to pieces six inches or so 
in diameter. 
Two finer mills follow, one after 
the other, reducing the stones to 
the size of coarse sand. After this, 
they musfbe ground in a great re- 


- volving cylinder half filled with 
steel balls, until every cubic foot 
of the rockhasfceen reduced to 14 
billion pieces—until 85 per cent 
of them will shake through a sieve 
that willactually hold water,asieve 
with 40,000 holes to the square 
inch. 


And all of this is less than half the 
necessary grinding. The coal must 
be ground. For the object of all 
this fine grinding of the raw ma- 
terials is only that it may be fused 
into crystalline clinkers. And to 
fuse it requires pulverized coal- 
er its equivalent. Most plants use 
pulverized coal 


The coal must be ground as fine 
as the raw stone. Eighty-five per 
cent of it or thereabouts must go 
through the sieve that holds 
•water. And that often, means two 
grinding operations. 
There is still the clinker to be 
ground. It is glass-hard to begin 


» 
with. Itmustbeground first to the 
fineness of sand, and then ground 
and reground in another cylinder 
of steel balls—until at least 78 per 
cent of it will go through the 
sieve woven finer than silk, 


Huge bowlders to an impalpable 
dust. Common coal to an impal- 
pable dust, and finally, after the 
burning, glass-hard clinker to an 
impalpable dusL That is the mak- 
ing of cement. And eight heavy 
grinding operations are required 
in the process.

STOCKHOLM. Oct. 3. — That 67 per 


cent of Sweden's women favored pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and sale 
of beverages containing more than two 
and one-fourth per cent, of alcohol, 
while 60 per cenl. of the men were 
against it. is now apparent from a 
further count of the votes c*st at the 
recent lieuor referendum which, re- 
sulted in a victory for the "wets." 
Sweden now -will continue the present 
rationing system, whereby the heads 
of families who prove that they are 
respectable and self-supporting can 
purchase about a gallon of strong 
liuor per month, while any onp can 
order drinks with meals under legal 
restriction at public restaurants. 
The final tabulation shows that ,n 
Stockholm, Gothenburg, and Malmoe, 
as well as in other cities and suburban 
districts, both men and women were" 
strongly against prohibition, while in 
the country districts in general, espe- 
cially in the northern part of Sweden, 
>oth men and women were as a "rule 
n favor of prohibition. In the capital, 
lor example, 90 per cent, of the "men 
and 83 per cent, of the women were 
against the proposed measure. This 
may be contrasted with a certain ag- 
ricultural section where 90 per cent. 
of the women and 73 'per <5ent". or the 
men wanted two and one-fourth per
